Election/Restrictions 

1. Claims 1-5,9 and 12-18 are allowable. The restriction requirement between 
inventions l-lll and IV-VII, as set forth in the Office action mailed on 10/11/2006, has 
been reconsidered in view of the allowability of claims to the elected invention pursuant 
to MPEP § 821.04(a).

The 
references all teach various types of organic acid dopants which can be used in 
conjunction with the synthesis of conductive polymers, however, none of the prior art 
teaches a dopant which is comprised of fluorine, amide and acid moieties as required 
by instant Claim 1.
